justices co ncurred, affirming the judg­

An assessment of 1 per 
cent, of the salary of each teacher 
will he applied to a fund to support 
retired and disabled teachers when 
they become entitled to share in the 
distribution of the fund. 
Any teach­ 
er who dies or quits the profession be­ 
fore having become eligible to an 
annuity will receive one-half of all 
that he has paid into the fund. 
To 
become eligible to an annuity, a teach­ 
er must have taught thirty-five years 
or have become disabled for reasons 
other than age. 
“ The hill as drafted provides that 
the state shall supply whatever deficit 
exists after the fund raised by assess­ 


m e n t s has been exhausted. 
No call 
will he necessary for three or four 
years and at the end of that time, if it 
is seen that a deficit will occur, the 
assessment may he raised from 1 per 
cent, of the salary to 1 L or 2 per 
cent.
